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PREFACE 


The recorded history of Ireland stretches over six thousand years during which the great 
events of Irish history affected the people in a profound way. The early history of the Irish 
people and the living conditions imposed on them by invaders had a great impact on our 
ancestors and therefore, on us. How and where we live was influenced by the thoughts and 
actions of those who came before us. 

This story only covers the last two hundred years (1800-2000.) The paper trail they left 
us gives us some idea as to who these folks were, how they lived, and how their environment 
shaped their characteristics, thoughts, and lives. 

It is interesting to follow the evolution of our family, which started as an agricultural 
group. The ability of family members to engage in manufacturing, medicine and the law was 
enhanced by their chances to get an education. Their opportunities to make a better living had an 
impact on our lives today. 

In 1993, I attended a Bailey wedding, during which I was asked to write a history of our 
family. My second cousin, David M. Foley, P.H.D. gathered much of the data on our early 
family history while studying for his doctorate in England in 1955. He shared his research with 
me and it is included in this story with his permission. Another second cousin, Harriet Fealy 
Foley, also encouraged me to tell the story of our side of the family. She and her husband, 
Thomas Foley, have written a book on “The Foleys of Clare County” and have done extensive 
research on the Fealy family. Harriet and Tom Foley are leaders in the Warren County Ohio 
Genealogy Society and have assisted me in research in their area. Also, they helped direct me 
where to write to find data and how to interpret it. 

A third source of genealogical data is the Historical Genealogy Department of the Allen 
County Public Library located in Fort Wayne, Indiana. It is fascinating to explore the data they 
have on our families and their activities over the years. 

I have been fortunate to have known most of the people included in this story that have 
lived since 1900. Some of my encounters with them were brief but rewarding. As one dear aunt 
expressed it, “we come from good stock.” I hope that you who read this agree.

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EARLY IRISH HISTORY 


Earliest records of Irish history are lost in antiquity. The Island is thought to have been 
inhabited for more than 7000 years. The first Irishmen were tall, broad-shouldered men with red 
hair and fair complexions. These characteristics are clearly discernible to this day. The first 
inhabitants were fishermen and farmers. By 2000 B. C., the first metal workers arrived in 
Ireland where they found deposits of copper and tin, of which they made bronze tools and 
utensils. They lived in relative peace until 500 B. C. when the Celts from Germany invaded the 
island. They changed the life style of the people for many centuries by forcing changes in 
language, religion, and customs. By the fifth century A. D., Christianity had arrived and again 
changes occurred. The country was ruled by area chieftains and they were often at war with 
each other. By the second century, the chieftains had divided Ireland into five kingdoms or 
“fifths.” They were Connacht, Leinster, Munster, Ulster and Meath. With the exception of 
Meath, all survive as districts to this day. The last of the high kings or “Ard Ri” is recorded as 
follows:

During the seventh and eighth centuries, Ireland was free from outside invaders, but 
during this time, the various kings warred among themselves. This weakened Ireland and made 
it vulnerable to the Vikings who raided the country from 795 A. D. to the middle of the tenth 
century. These Norsemen ruled Ireland until the later half of the tenth century. Several Irish 
Kings, led by Mathgamain and Brian, his brother, raised an army and defeated the Vikings in 
critical battles. King Mathgamain was killed in 976 A. D. and was succeeded by Brian who was 
considered the greatest of all Irish kings. He was called Brian Boru which designated his 
birthplace. He rebuilt old monasteries and established new ones. Manuscripts and other Church 
artifacts were traced and restored to their rightful owners. Brian had one last battle with the 
Norsemen on Good Friday in 1014. His forces routed the Norsemen of the Dublin-Leinster 
Alliances. Brian himself, too old to fight by this time, was left inexplicably unguarded in a tent 
behind the lines and was slain by a fleeing Norseman. His death was mourned throughout 


Ireland and he was buried with great ceremony beside 
the high cross of Armagh Monastery. The two centuries 
of Viking domination in Ireland had not been without 
good points. The most significant benefit to future if, 
generations of Irishmen was the building of major cities 
such as Dublin, Limerick, and Cork, which were all 
§ established as flourishing ports by the Norsemen. 
One of Brian’s most important contributions to 
the Irish was the establishment of hereditary surnames. 
= Brian made the use of surnames compulsory. He 
introduced patronymics, (i.e. Mac, meaning “Son of” 
and O, meaning “Descendent of.” Because of this 
ruling, it is possible to trace Irish names today. 
Barely 150 years after Brian Boru had put an end 
| to the Viking dominance in Ireland, the country was 
i invaded by the Normans. The Normans ruled Ireland 
until 1172 when King Henry II of England conquered 
Ireland and forced all the smaller kingdoms to submit to 
s<@_ hisrule. Due to poor rule by the English, the Normans 
again invaded and by 1250 controlled nearly all of 
941-1014 Ireland. The Normans learned something about their 
King of Ireland 1002-1014 Irish neighbors, the Irish loved to fight among 
themselves. The main weaknesses of the Irish attempts 
at defense were a backward attitude towards military tactics, inadequate weaponry and armor. 
Initially, the Irish believed that, although on foot, their fighting spirit plus wooden sticks, clubs, 
and spears would carry the day against armored sword-wielding men on horseback. They lost 
quite a number of battles before learning to work together and to adopt the more modern ways of 
their invaders. Mercenaries from Scotland arrived around 1250 and helped defeat the Normans. 
In 1317, the English again invaded and subdued the Normans and the Irish. 1541, King Henry 
VIII had convinced the Irish rulers that, by accepting English style titles, peace could be had by 
all, and Henry became King of Ireland. When Queen Mary I became sovereign in 1553, the Irish 
rejoiced that Papal authority was again restored. Seven years later, when Elizabeth I became 
Queen, the Protestant religion again became the rule and Ireland was once again torn by religious 
conflict. A long list of English-appointed rulers tried to rule the Irish and nearly all failed. By 
1700, the English supported Presbyterians had control of the Irish Parliament. Over a period of 
thirteen years, they issued a series of laws that rendered the Irish majority powerless to control 
their own destiny. The majority Catholic population of the South and the Episcopalians of the 
North were forced to conform to the English church or were impoverished by subdivision. The 
Catholics in general were barred from trades and professions, education, office, (great or small), 
juries, the electoral vote, the right to bear arms and a horse. These laws were designed to reduce 
systematically the Catholic land holdings and power. Ireland was now governed by a despotic 
government in Dublin, but controlled from Westminster. These crippling conditions fostered a 
deep and bitter hatred by the Catholics for the English rule which endures to the present day. 
These penal laws forced many Irish to seek a better place to live and work. Between 1680 and 
1730, more than 120,000 Irishmen enlisted in foreign armies looking for a better life. Living 
conditions for the average Irishman were appalling. By 1827, many were suffering from living 
in filth and nastiness, from their miserable dress, lacking shoes or stockings for their feet, from a

poor diet, consisting of buttermilk and potatoes and from housing so poor that an English hog-sty 
was more convenient. These conditions imposed by high rents and the cruel treatment by the 
English made the Irish look like a defeated people who had given up hope. By 1800, 
concessions were made and the penal laws were finally repealed. The increasing Catholic 
middle class had achieved some prosperity and wanted full emancipation. The next step for 
Ireland was inspired by the American Revolution, and the Irish sought to establish Ireland as a 
republic. Younger Irishmen rallied and formed organizations to promote the Irish independence 
movement. This continued for the balance of the 1800’s. 

The population of Ireland had doubled between 1800 and 1840. 


Famine-scarred Irish care about all hunger. 


Potatoes have been a staple of the diet of the masses since it was brought to Ireland at the 
end of the 16th century. A blight hit Western Ireland in 1845, as a result of which more than half 
of the crop was lost. The blight lasted for several years and it was estimated that starvation and 
disease were responsible for more than one million deaths. The winter of 1846 to 1847 was the 
worst winter ever recorded. “Black “47,” the worst year of the Irish potato famine. “The Great 
Hunger” was the most searing event in Ireland’s long and sad history. It killed a million Irish 
and drove a million and a half more to America. 

Both the Irish and English governments’ slow attempts at famine relief were disastrous. 
These conditions led to the greatest exodus of the Irish to countries like the United States, 
Canada, Australia, and England. Nearly four million Irish died or emigrated between 1840 and 
1850. 

It was the last big famine in Western Europe and the greatest loss of life in the century 
between the Napoleonic wars and World War I. When a wind-borne fungus wiped out the potato 
crop, the Irish began to die of yellow fever, dysentery, typhus, and starvation. They ate dogs and 
rats, often dog and rats that had already eaten human corpses. The roadways were littered with 
bodies of people with green stains around the mouth, from eating grass as a desperate last meal. 

In the beginning, the British made many honest attempts to help stop the famine. Later, 
politics and what we would today call “compassion fatigue” sealed the fate of the Irish. New 
York state has just passed a law requiring public schools to teach about the famine, and some of 
those who lobbied for it wanted the teachers to say that the British intentionally tried to kill off as 
many Irish as possible. It’s fairer to say that rescue efforts, often halting and grudging, were 
colored by a hands-off free-market philosophy and the fact that the Irish were a despised people 
in a captive society, semi-enslaved for 600 years, and therefore regarded as primitive, stupid, and 
hopeless. 

The voyage that brought the dazed and starving Irish to America were a cross between 
the scramble of the Haitian boat people and the middle passage of African slaves. Fever broke 
out, but there were no medicines. The stench of excrement filled the holes. The Irish were 
jammed in like cordwood, gaining a bit more room as dead bodies were heaved overboard. 
During one storm, 178 immigrants were shoved down among the cattle, where half of them 
quickly suffocated. If crosses and tombs could have been placed on the water, an American 
official said at one time, the Atlantic would look like a huge cemetery stretching from Ireland to 
America. 

It was in these conditions that our family fled. They looked towards America as the 
closest thing to heaven on earth.

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BAILEY FAMILY NAME HISTORY 


The Irish surname Bailey is of English occupational origin, being one of those names 
based on the type of work a man once did or on the profession he pursued. In this case, it is 
derived from an old French word “bailli” or Baillie, a term, now obsolete in England but still 
common in Scotland, used to describe the chief magistrate of a barony or part of a county, a 
sheriff. Thus, the original bearer of the name was a public official of this kind. An early English 
instance of the name is the reference to Roger le Baylly in the Pipe Rolls for Suffolk in 1230 and 
Thomas le Baly in the Subsidy Rolls for Sussex in 1327. The surname Bailey can also be local 
in origin, being derived from the old English word “bail(e),” which originally meant “the wall of 
the outer court of a feudal castle,” and which later meant the courts themselves. The London 
examples of the name refer to the Old Bailey. Early instance of the surname as a local name 
include a reference to John Ate Baylie who owned houses and shops in the Old Bailey, London 
de Bailli, 1311-1312, seems to belong to the local name category rather than to the occupational 
category. A third possibility is that the name is derived from the place name Bailey in Lancashire 
and simply denotes one whose place of residence or birth was Bailey. Ralph de Baylegh appears 
in the Assize Rolls for Lancashire in 1246. This surname, which, as Le Bailiff, occurs frequently 
in medieval Irish records, is numerous in all the Irish provinces except Connacht. It is also an 
occasional synonym of the Anglo Norman surname Bellew.

ORIGINS OF THE SURNAME BAILEY 


The Birth of Family Names 1100-1500 


Contrary to popular belief, most given names preceded surnames by several centuries. The need 
for an additional name became apparent when, in the 11th century, landowners recorded payment of fines 
by vassals and needed to distinguish one John from another. 

A family name not only indicates ones origin but also occupation, such as baker, carpenter; 
physical characteristics and the personal mannerisms of old, remote ancestors. Topographical names that 
distinguished localities were popular such as the compound name Sutcliffe, meaning from the South Cliff. 

Surnames originated as descriptions of the person for reasons of better identification; thus Shea, 
the name of former Irish lords, meaning descendent of Seathda, translates stately, majestic, courteous, 
learned, scientific, and ingenious. Source: A & A Associates 


Bailey 


This English-Scottish occupation-location surname is derived from the town of Bailey, a place 
where berries grew near Lancashire, and from the occupation of bailiff, for one who represented the King 
in a certain district. Records disclose a Henry Bailey in 1273. Many Bailey émigrees became 
distinguished bearers of the name including artist William Bailey, whose name appears in Who’s Who in 
America. 


Is Your name Bailey? 


DO YOU KNOW THAT: 

Bailey is an old English name of relatively simple origin, for, in its principal usage, it stems from 
“bailiff” signifying an officer of the court and official custodian of prisoners. The word “bailiff,” in turn, 
is derived from the Old English “beorgon” meaning “to protect,” and was associated anciently with 
“burgh,” and the common law mination of place names. Incidentally, some authorities on nomenclature 
stato that BAILEY was the name assumed by former residents of the community of Bailli in Normandy, 
France when they migrated to England several centuries ago. 

During the 18th century, members of the BAILEY family were active in the civil and military 
affairs of practically all of the thirteen colonies. JACOB BAILEY (1748-1813) served as brigadier 
general in the Massachusetts troops during the Revolutionary War. Captain JOHN BAILEY (1748-1816) 
commanded a company of Virginia troops, and EZEKIEL BAILEY (1732-1781) was a sergeant in the 
Connecticut Line. 

BAILEY COUNTY, Texas was named for one of the men who fell at the Alomo on March 6, 
1836. 

The latest directory of Phi Beta Kappa, the honorary scholastic society, carries 141 listings of the 
name BAILEY. 

JOSEPH WELDON BAILEY (1863-1929) was U. S. senator from Texas from 1901 to 1913. 

WILLIS JOSHUA BAILEY 1854-1932) was governor of Kansas. 

ALFRED MARSHALL BAILEY has been director, Denver Museum of Natural History, Denver 
Colorado for the past seventeen years. 

CLYDE H. BAILEY, a scientist of note, has been professor of biochemistry at the University of 
Minnesota since 1920. 

ALEXANDER DAVISON BAILEY is vice-president in charge of operating and engineering. 
Commonwealth Edison Company, Chicago, Illinois. 
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BAILEY’S OF CLARK COUNTY, OHIO 
1800-2000 


Early Irish records of our Bailey ancestors find them in County Cork, Ireland. Catholic 
Church records list them in the parishes of Glantane, Newmarket and Mallow. Glantane is a 
townland in the civil parish of Mallow. All these parishes are located in the north central part of 
County Cork, approximately 22 miles north of the city of Cork. 

Records of family activities before 1850 are very hard to find. Tax records for Mallow 
parish in 1851 show James Bailey living on Bridge Street in the Village of Ballydanin in 
Ballydanin Townland. Also, Timothy Hartnett lived on Turnpike Road in the Village of 
Ballydanin and Jeremiah Hartnett lived at Spaglin in Ballydanin Townland. We notice the given 
names of these early relatives repeat generation after generation. According to the tax records of 
Clonfert Parish in 1852 (Newmarket), Catherine Bailey and Jeremiah Hartnett are living at 
Commons-South. In the townland of Knockahorrea West, we find the names of Stephen Bailey, 
Denis Bailey, James Bailey, Stephen Bailey Jr., David Bailey, Jeremiah Bailey, and John Bailey. 
In Newmarket, we find Daniel Hartnett and Timothy Hartnett. We assumed all these people 
were related to our family. The land for this whole area was owned by Richard Oliver Aldworth. 
The tax records show by 1860, many of these lands were combined and mass immigration 
resulted. The Baileys and Hartnetts came to America about that time.

Church and tax records show the Stephen J. Bailey family lived in three areas of County 
Cork. Stephen and Ellen probably met through church related activities. The Bailey and the 
Hartnett families lived near each other at Mallow. After Stephen and Ellen married in 1828, they 
moved a few miles to Glentane where they farmed and started their family. In 1830, their first 
daughter, Helen Maria, was born and in 1832, their first son, Jeremiah, arrived. By 1835, the 
family had moved to Newmarket, where sons James, Patrick, John S., and Timothy were born. 
By 1844, the family was living near Mallow again and daughters Johana and Margaret were 
born. The family resided in the townlands of Gortnagraiga in the civil parish of Mourne Abbey 
until 1852. It was in the Catholic parish of Mallow. 

The period of 1852 through 1857 was difficult for the Bailey family as rental land was 
hard to find and the taxes were getting higher. The glowing reports from America were 
influencing the Bailey boys. James left for America in 1857, followed by Jeremiah and Patrick 
in 1858, John S. in the spring of 1863. By fall of 1863, Stephen J. Ellen H. and Maria decided to 
come to Ohio for a better life. Timothy, Johana, and Margaret all chose to remain in Ireland. 
The immigrants all found employment and housing in the Springfield, Ohio area.

Mary, as the oldest child of Stephen and Ellen Bailey, probably had a lot of training in 
helping her mother raise her brothers and sisters. Little is known of her early life. She probably 
had no formal schooling and was not able to read or write. Her name appears in the 1868 
Springfield Directory as a Domestic. In 1868, she introduced her brother, John S. Bailey, to her 
co-worker, Brigid S. Nolan and she was bridesmaid at their wedding in 1871. She was a 
baptismal sponsor in 1873 for Ellen Brigid Bailey and in 1876 for Stephen J. Bailey. In 1876, 
she loaned her brother John S. and his wife, Brigid Nolan, $500.00 to help finance their new 
house at 38 Boler Street. Again, in 1883, she was a sponsor for James A. Bailey. The 
Springfield Directory lists her as a domestic and cook from 1879 to 1889. She worked at a large 
home at 440 East High Street. In 1890, she became ill and was not able to work. She stayed 
with her brother, John, and his wife Brigid. In 1892, she died from a stroke and is buried in 
Lagonda Cemetery in Springfield. 


Jeremiah Bailey

Jerry Bailey was the oldest son of Stephen J. and Ellen Hartnett Bailey. His early life 
was spent in Ireland. He probably had some education as he could read and write. He 
immigrated to America in 1858 with his brother, Patrick, and settled in Springfield, Ohio with 
his brother James. Jerry was described as a small man, approximately five feet five inches with 
red hair. The 1860 Springfield census listed Jeremiah Bailey, age 27, Laborer, born in Ireland. 
He applied for citizenship on November 1, 1860. He received citizenship September 1863. He 
was listed as a baptismal sponsor for his brother James’ son, Stephen, on May 26, 1863. 

Sometime after 1865, he became interested in the action in the Arizona Territory. After 
moving to the Arizona Territory, the family lost track of him. Word was received in 1880 that 
Jerry was killed and scalped by the Apache Indians in a surprise attack. He is buried in Arizona.

Little is known of the early life of Pat Bailey. As the fourth child of Stephen and Ellen 

Bailey, he was probably home schooled and could read and write. He immigrated to Springfield 
in 1858 with his brother, Jerry. They both lived with their brother, James. Pat became a citizen 
November 1864 at age 27.

James was the first of the Stephen Bailey family to come to the Springfield, Ohio area. 
He was twenty-two years old when he applied for citizenship in Springfield on October 18, 1857. 
He probably had received an invitation from friends to come to Springfield. The 1860 Clark 
County census lists James and his brother, Jerry, as living with Joseph Bauer and family in 
Springfield. The brothers were employed in a feed mill as laborers. James met Maria Devine 
and they were married at St. Raphael’s Church in 1861. He was twenty-six and she was twenty- 
four. Their first child, Stephen, was born on May 20, 1863. In August of that same year, James 
received his citizenship papers in Springfield. A daughter, Mary, was born on June 8, 1866 and 
a second daughter, Catherine, arrived on July 29, 1869. The 1870 census lists James, age 35, 
occupation — laborer, Mary D. — age 33 — housewife — unable to read or write, children — 
Stephen, age 7 and Mary age 3 %. A second son, David, was born on December 2, 1873. The 
1875 map of Greene Township, Clark County, Ohio, shows James Bailey as owning 48.75 acres 
on Jackson Road. 

The family suffered a loss on July 15, 1875, when the oldest son, Stephen, died, of causes 
unknown. The death of Grandpa Stephen J. Bailey on October 4, 1877 at the age of 74 was also 
unexpected. The 1880 census lists James — age 45 — occupation farmer, born in Ireland, Mary D. 
age 43, housewife, born in Ireland, children — Mary — age 14 (she was attending school in 
Springfield and living with John and Brigid Bailey at 38 Boler Street), Kitty -age 10 and son 
David age 6. All the children were born in Ohio. 

During the next few years, the family prospered. But in 1889, James became ill with 
tuberculosis. Daughter Mary died on October 8, 1890 and her father, James, died on October 31, 
1890 at age 55. They are buried in Lagonda Cemetery. Mary Devine Bailey lived two more 
years and died on March 1, 1893 of heart disease. She is buried in the Catholic Cemetery in 
Yellow Springs, Ohio.

Kitty Bailey married J. Adam Schollas on September 1, 1898. She was twenty-nine and 
he was twenty-five.

David was the youngest son of James and Maria Devine Bailey. He took over the farm 
upon the death of his father in 1890. His older sister, Mary, also died in 1890 and his mother died 
in 1893. He and his sister, Catherine (Kitty), managed the farm until she married in 1898. He, 
meanwhile, was courting Helen E. Brown, whom he had met at church. They were married in 
1899. Their first child, James Michael, only lived eight months and died of encephalitis on 
October 23, 1900. He is buried in Yellow Springs Cemetery. The following year, their first 
daughter, Maria Margarita, was born on April 10, 1901. A second daughter, Helen (Ellen) 
Elizabeth, was born on December 29, 1902. A second son, John Patrick, arrived on July 19, 1904, 
followed by Stephen on September 29, 1905. Joseph was born on March 24, 1907 and Paul on 
August 5, 1909. Daughter Catherine joined the family on February 19, 1911. Son Leo was born 
on May 26, 1912 followed by daughter Anna Marie on August 25, 1914. Their last child, David 
E. (Barney), arrived on October 17, 1916. With thirteen persons living at home, it made for a full 
house. The children all attended local rural schools and went into Yellow Springs for high school. 
About 1925, additional land across the road from the Bailey farm became available for sale. 
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David and his daughter, Ellen, bought eight-one acres and developed a dairy farm. The writer, as 
a child, spent several weeks each summer visiting this farm and enjoyed it immensely. 

David was known as Uncle Dave and Helen as Auntie Bailey to us cousins. David was a 
small man, about five feet six inches tall and weighed about one hundred thirty pounds. Helen 
was larger, about five feet eight inches tall and one hundred seventy pounds. Both had a pleasant 
personality and were hard workers. Daughter, M. Margarita married Cy Nelson on June 9, 1926. 

In 1929, their son, Stephen, was killed in a trolley car accident. Son John married Ellen 
Stephenson on January 22, 1930. Four years later, in 1934, David’s wife, Helen, died. Sons Paul, 
Leo and David helped work the farm. Daughter Anna managed the house. Anna married Willard 
Garrety in 1942. She managed to care for her father and brother as the Garretys lived across the 
road from the Bailey homestead. David died on March 30, 1955 at the age of eight-two. He is 
buried in St. Paul Cemetery in Yellow Springs.

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SAINT RAPHAEL LAGONDA CEMETERY 


*In 1853, Rev. Maurice Howard bought three acres of 
land in the southeast Quarter of Section 17, Springfield Twp.. 
lying on the north side of the National Road two miles east of 
the city, and established a burial place for the members of the 
Catholic Church, intending to have it consecrated, but it was 
never done. This was used as a cemetery until 1864, in which 
year Father Thisse purchased six acres just outside the 
corporation limits, on Lagonda Avenue, which was 
consecrated by himself and an assistant, whither, nearly all of 
the dead have since been removed, a few yet remaining in the 
old graveyard. 

The present cemetery is nicely laid out, well fenced, 
and planted with evergreens making it a beautiful resting-place 

Saint Raphael Church for the sacred dead.” So states W. H. Beer’s History of Clark 
Founded in 1849. County, Ohio, 1881. This was, at the time, the official Catholic 
Construction was begun Cemetery of Springfield, later joined by St. Bernard’s Cemetery 
i iste Mi are in 1878, and still later by Calvary. Father Thisse was buried in 
aaa ; St. Raphael cemetery in May 1873. His resting place is marked 
by an imposing white marble monument in the center of the cemetery. Nearby are the graves of 
the pioneer Catholics of Springfield. 

The faithful of every parish in the city can find their roots in the sacred soil. Many of the 
graves are marked by impressive stone or marble tombstones, often giving the county in Ireland 
from which the family came, and of which they were so proud. It is a tribute to the sacrifice 
made by these hardy Irish and Germans who came to this country, often penniless, and who 
contributed greatly to the development of the nation, through the sweat of their brows as they 
built the railroads, the canals, the road systems, and made a place for themselves and their 
families in a strange and sometimes hostile land—a proud heritage. One cannot help but wonder 
at the sacrifice made even to purchase the beautiful monuments. The cemetery has long since 
been filled and it is very seldom that anyone is buried there anymore. 

In the summer of 1998, Frances R. Bailey and John L. Foley visited St. Raphael’s 
Lagonda Cemetery. We were hoping to discover the Bailey grave sites. We walked the whole 
area, but were not able to find any Bailey grave sites. The cemetery was in poor condition with 


many broken tombstones and sunken graves. It is next to the Robbins & Myers factory on 
Lagonda Avenue.

John Stephen Bailey was born at Newmarket, County Cork, Ireland, the fourth son of 
Stephen John and Ellen Hartnett Bailey. Little is known of his childhood. The family moved to 
Mallow, County Cork when John was about six years old. His parents were probably farmers 
and, due to the repressive English laws, John did not attend a formal school. He learned to read 
and write through family teaching. John came from a large family of nine children, five boys 
and four girls. He was named after his father. At that age of 21, he immigrated to America in 
1859 and came to Springfield, Ohio, where his older brothers, Jerry, James and Patrick were 
living. He applied and was granted United States citizenship on October 9, 1868, in Clark 
County, Ohio. A copy of his citizenship certificate was found and, although his last name was 
misspelled as “Baly”, the other data is correct. The 1868 Springfield directory lists James 
Bailey, John Bailey and two Mary Baileys. John was listed as a driver (Teamster) working at 
Runyon & Pellicrews, a freight line. Sometime between 1868 and 1871, he was introduced, by 
his sister, Mary, who was a domestic servant, to her friend and co-worker, Brigid Sarah Nolan. 
The women worked together as housemaids in a large residence in Springfield. John courted 
Brigid for several years and on November 22, 1871, they were married by Reverend John 
Nicholas Thisse at St. Raphael Catholic Church in Springfield. James Griffin, a co-worker, and 
John’s sister, Helen Bailey, were the witnesses. We found copies of their marriage license and 
church certificate of marriage. About the time of their marriage, John found employment as a 
molder at the James Leffel & Company Iron Foundry. Leffel & Company manufactured water 
wheels and large water pipes. The 1874 directory lists John as a coremaker at Leffel and as 
residing at 49 Taylor Street in Springfield. 

The year 1873 brought the first of John and Brigid’s children. Daughter Helen (Ellen) 
Brigid was born on her mother’s twenty-fifth birthday, November 12, 1873. Helen’s sponsors 
were Timothy Toumey and Mary Bailey. 

In 1875, John and Brigid started looking for a home of their own. They found a three 
bedroom home at 38 Boler Alley and purchased it on February 29, 1876 for $550.00. They 
borrowed $500.00 from his sister, Mary Bailey, giving her a mortgage on the house. The 
mortgage was recorded on May 13, 1878 and repaid on September 1, 1881. Legal papers dated 
November 23, 1877 describe a Clark County court hearing to clear title on the house. The Court 
decided in favor of John and Brigid and cleared title to the house on December 12, 1877. Copies 
of these deeds are in the possession of the writer. 

During this time, Brigid presented the family with the first born son, Stephen Joseph, 
born on July 23, 1876. His sponsors were Thomas Armstrong and Mary Bailey. John continued 
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working at Leffels as a coremaker and was well like by his co-workers. As Boler Street was 
close to the east edge of the city, the Baileys were able to have a cow, chickens and a garden to 
supplement the food needed for the growing family. On April 28, 1879 a second son, Timothy 
Clement was born. His baptismal sponsors were Tim Welch and Helen Bailey. In 1883, several 
noteworthy occurrences happened. A third son, James Aloysius, was born on June 15, 1883, 
whose sponsors were James Bailey and Mary Bailey. Also, the new St. Joseph’s Church was 
established on Kenton Street, about three blocks east of Boler Street. The Baileys and all of the 
Hill Irish of that section were now members of St. Joseph’s. 

The 1880 Census tells us that Mary Bailey, age 14, lived at 38 Boler Street. She was the 
daughter of John’s brother, James, and lived in town during the school term. She also helped 
Brigid with the small children. 

A second daughter, Mary was born on May 27, 1881 and her sponsors were Tim Nolan 
and Catherine Dunohue. Unfortunately, Mary developed pneumonia and died that same year. 

From 1884 to 1885, the Bailey family grew and prospered. John, at age 46, was a lead 
coremaker at Leffels. Brigid, age 37, was a homemaker and mother of Ellen, age 12 and in the 
sixth grade at St. Raphael’s school, Stephen, age 9 and in third grade, Timothy, age 6 and in first 
grade and of James, age 2 and at home.

On February 11, 1886, a fourth son, John Patrick, 
was born. His sponsors were Patrick Bailey and Joanna 
Toumey. In 1887, John’s sister, Ella, came to live with the 
family for three years. In 1888, the last of the Bailey 
children was born. Sarah Catherine arrived on December 
26, 1888. She was sponsored by David and Catherine 
Bailey. 

The family continued to prosper. In 1889, John’s 
brother, Patrick, became ill and came to live with them at 38 Boler Street. At the time, the 
household held John, Brigid, six children, John’s sister Ella and John’s brother, Patrick. It must 
have been a full house. On April 30, 1890, Patrick died from tuberculosis and was buried at St. 
Raphael’s Lagonda Cemetery. Also, John’s older brother, James, died of tuberculosis on 
October 31, 1890. These deaths saddened the close knit family as they continued to grow and 
prosper. The years 1891 to 1892 brought a renewed vigor to the family. John was made 
foreman of the Leffel foundry core room and son Timothy Clement was accepted at the Mount 
St. Joseph’s Minor seminary in Cincinnati to study for the Catholic priesthood. 

The year 1893 brought good times for the Bailey family. Daughter Ellen B. finished high 
school and stenography school and had found a job. Son, Stephen, also had obtained work as a 
railroad caller at the local rail yard. Jimmy was ten and in the fifth grade, John was seven and in 
the second grade and little Sadie was five year old and still at home. Sister Mary died on March 
1, 1893 from a heart attack.

The year 1894 started out good but tragedy was 
coming to the Bailey family. John S. was core room 
foreman at Leffel foundry and in early April became 
involved in a dispute with a fellow worker. It was 
reported that a fight developed and John was hit with a 
shovel and given a brain concussion. As he recovered, 
his behavior became violent and the family could not 
handle him. He was committed to the Ohio State 
hospital for the Insane in Dayton on April 18, 1894. A 
news dispatch, dated May 10, 1894, told of his murder. 

The family was devastated and only by faith 
were able to survive. Records show his body was 
badly beaten, his funeral expenses were $163.95 from 
Joe C. O’Brien — undertaker. He was buried on May 5, 
1894 in Calvary Cemetery in Springfield, Ohio.

Brigid Sarah Nolan Bailey lived with her grandparents, Timothy and Sarah 
O’Gorman at Kilrush, County Clare, Ireland for her first twelve years. In approximately 
1861, she emigrated to the United States at the age of 12 to live with her father, Timothy 
Nolan, and her stepmother, Johana Riley in Piqua, Ohio. In 1864, at age sixteen, she 
moved to Springfield, Ohio to work as a domestic. She met Mary Bailey, also a 
domestic, where she worked. Mary Bailey introduced her to John Stephen Bailey, her 
brother. A romance developed between Brigid and John and they were married on 
November 22, 1871 at Saint Raphael’s Catholic Church in Springfield by the Rev. John 
Nicholas Thisse. Their attendants were Helen Bailey and James Griffin. He was thirty- 
three and she was twenty-three at the time of their marriage. The couple rented a home at 
49 Taylor Street in Springfield. John S. was a coremaker at James Leffel Co. On 
November 12, 1873, they welcomed their first child and named her Helen Brigid. In 
1875, they bought at home at 38 Boler Street. Records show that they paid $550.00 for 
the property. They borrowed $500.00 from his sister, Mary, and paid her back within 
three years. On July 23, 1876, their first son arrived and was named Stephen Joseph. 
April 28, 1879, they had a second son, named James Aloysius. A second daughter, 
named Mary, was born on May 27, 1881. Unfortunately, she died of pneumonia in the 
Fall of that same year. A third son, John Patrick, was born on February 11, 1886 and a 
third daughter, Sarah Catherine, was born on December 26, 1888. 

The 1880 U. S. census listed John S. Bailey, age 42, residence 38 Boler Street, 
born in Ireland and his parents both born in Ireland. Brigid was 32 and listed as a wife, 
born in Ireland and her parents both born in Ireland. Their children were: Ellen, age 7, 
born in Ohio; Stephen, age 4, born Ohio; Timothy, age 1, born Ohio; and a niece, Mary 
Bailey, age 14, born Ohio. Mary Bailey was the daughter of James and Maria Devine 
Bailey of Jackson Road, Springfield. James was an older brother of John S. Mary lived 
with John and Brigid during the school term and returned to her parents during vacation. 

During the period of 1880 to 1894, the Bailey family seemed to grow steadily. 
They had a cow named Pet that gave them fresh milk, butter and cheese. Also, they had 
chickens in the back yard. The sons and daughters got the chore to take the cow to 
pasture in a public field about four blocks east along East Street. The chickens provided 
meat and eggs. Brigid sold the excess milk products and eggs to her neighbors. John S. 
was promoted to core room foreman at Leffel Company and their family was growing. 

Springfield directory records of 1887 and 1888 list Mary Ella Bailey — domestic 
as living at 38 Boler Street. The 1889 directory reports both Ella and Patrick were 
boarding at 38 Boler Street. Patrick died in 1890 from tuberculosis. Sarah C. Bailey 
remembered Patrick as living with them, as he asked for her company as he lay dying in 
an upstairs bedroom. In 1890, Mary Ella Bailey is reported living at 251 Fair Street. As 


1h, 


was the custom of that time, the family members who could, took care of those fatally ill 
or those too old to care for themselves. Mary Ella died in 1892. 

Tragedy struck the family in April of 1894. John S. was seriously injured at work 
and suffered a brain injury. His daughter, Ellen, reported that he got into a fight and was 
hit in the head with a shovel by a fellow employee. The doctors could not help him and 
he was sent to the Dayton Asylum on April 18, 1894. On May 10, 1894, a newspaper 
reported that he had been murdered by a fellow inmate during a fight on May 4, 1894. 
(See News Report) At the time of his death at age 55, Brigid was 46, daughter Ellen 21, 
Stephen was 19, Timothy was 15, James was 11, John was 9 and Sarah was 5. Ellen was 
working as a stenographer, Stephen was a caller on the railroad, Timothy was studying to 
be a Priest at St. Gregory’s Seminary in Cincinnati and the others were in school. 

The family worked together and survived. In that time period, it was customary 
for the widow to dress in black. Brigid followed that custom for fifty more years. All 
pictures of her show her wearing a black dress for a social affair. Her house dresses were 
usually grey with small checks. She continued to wear the dress styles of 1890 the rest of 
her life. 

Brigid was a pleasant woman and enjoyed a good conversation. She ruled the 
family with strong moral rules and was a devout Catholic. She was nearly 80 when the 
writer was born, so I only knew her as an elderly grandmother who could make great 
apple pie without measuring the ingredients. She was lover of sports, horse racing and 
baseball. The Cincinnati Reds baseball team was her favorite. She loved her 
grandchildren and would serve lunch every Tuesday to Gene, Mary Louise, Sarah and 
Johnnie Bailey while they were in school. They all had fond memories of Grandma and 
Aunt Ell. 

Sarah Bailey Sterling wrote his of her memories of Grandma. 

“Bridget Sarah Bailey was the perfect grandmother. She wore long dresses, 
cloche hats and black high top shoes. She never said a cross word to me. 

Daddy called her “Ma” which is in the Irish tradition. Uncle Jimmie called her 
“Roger.” He teased Grandma a lot and she would always react. He kept her spirits up 
which were probably never the same after Uncle Tim died. 

She was always praised for her pie crusts, but could never give anyone the recipe 
because it was “a little” of this and “a pinch” of that. When we were all together, 
someone would ask Grandma do dance an Irish jig. I don’t remember her ever refusing. 
She would lift her skirt to the top of her shoes and do a few steps. I loved her with an 
unconditional love. 

Daddy took my brother, Johnnie, and I over every Sunday morning for a visit. 
The main meal was about one o’clock so the house always smelled wonderful when we 
arrived. 

Aunt Ell would come around the dining room table with a big smile on her face 
and outstretched arms as if she hadn’t seen us for a long time. 

Uncle Jimmie went to late mass, so he was always getting ready when we arrived 
and would come downstairs dressed in a handsome suit, freshly shaved and barbered. He 
was known as a “snappy” dresser. His favorite son was “Melancholy Baby” and he 
whistled it perfectly. He loved to whistle. 

On summer afternoons, Uncle Jimmie would take Grandma for a drive. Grandma 
and Aunt Ell always wore hats on these outings. Grandma and I sat in the back seat and 
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we would drive to some small nearby town and back. Sometimes we would get ice 
cream. The object was to get out and see the countryside. 

I usually spent the afternoon and Daddy would come over in the evening to pick 
me up. We always listened to the Edgar Bergen show and Grandma enjoyed Charlie 
McCarthy. Aunt Ell always listened to Father Caughlin on the radio. I remember one 
time the Pope’s (probably Pius XI) address was broadcast over the radio (in the 30’s) and 
we all knelt while we listened. 

Aunt Ell always went over to St. Joseph’s for the Sunday night bingo. She was in 
charge of the money. Every Sunday afternoon in the winter, Uncle Jimmie went up to the 
“enginesmens,” as we called them. It was the Fire Department on the corner of 
Homeview Avenue and Selma Road the firemen were all his friends. Uncle Jimmie was 
a big Cincinnati Reds fan and many Sunday afternoons in the summer he sat in his 
favorite chair in front of the radio and listened to the games. 

The Bailey’s of my Dad’s generation all had a native intelligence. They 
performed the smallest tasks with flair. My Dad would make a big production out of 
carving the turkey at Thanksgiving and Christmas. He performed in the kitchen, but 
always had an audience because he did it so beautifully. He also had a lasting intellectual 
curiousity and was a student all his life. 

Aunt Ell would peel a peach as if she was polishing a diamond. She was a great 
role model. She was famous for her beautiful handwriting and wrote many memorials for 
the Daughters of Isabella. She was also a notary public. She took excellent care of 
Grandma and Uncle Jimmie. 

They were all a source of pride for me.” 

Sara Bailey Sterling 1999 


Bridgid Sara Nolan Bailey achieved a great deal in her 97 year life span. _Her 
mother, Brigid O’Gorman Nolan, died the day after her birth. She was left in the care of 
her grandparents, Timothy and Sarah O’Gorman, until she was twelve years old. Her 
father, Timothy Nolan, remarried Johanna Riley a few years later and immigrated to 
Piqua, Ohio, U. S. A. She was not formerly educated, but could read and write. 

She had many heartaches in her life. In 1885, she experienced the loss of a 
daughter Mary at age 1 from pneumonia. John’s father, Stephen, died in 1877. She 
nursed his brother, Patrick, until he died in 1890. Her brother-in-law, James, also died in 
1890. Her sister-in-law, Mary Ellen, died in 1892. Both Mary Ellen and Patrick had 
lived with them at various times. Husband, John, was murdered in 1894. She held 
together through all of his with the help of her Catholic faith. 

After the turn of the century, things got better for her. Son, Timothy, was 
ordained in 1904. Son, Stephen, was married in 1910. Her son, John, was married in 
1917 and her daughter, Sarah, was married in 1920. 

She lived through World War I, the 1929 financial crash, the 1930 Depression and 
World War II with her residence at 602 Homeview Avenue. Her daughter, Ellen, and 
son, Jimmie, provided the financial support. They both lived with her until her death in 
1946. She is buried in Calvary Cemetery in Springfield, Ohio.

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O’GORMAN-NOLAN FAMILIES 


Family history and research tells that the O’Gorman and Nolan families were from 
Kilrush, County Clare, Ireland. The research done in 1998 could not confirm the exact location 
these families lived due to the fact that prior to 1850, thirty percent of the baptisms and 
marriages were not recorded. The earliest listing for Timothy O’ Gorman was in 1820 when the 
tax records show him sharing six acres with a Margaret O’ Gorman near the town of Kizkee. It 
may have been they were related and shared the land. The known history of Timothy O’Gorman 
is very sparse. He was born approximately 1800 in the Kilrush area. He was married to Sarah 
O’Gorman and they had a daughter, Brigid O’Gorman, who was born approximately 1825. 

When Brigid was about twenty-one, she married Timothy Nolan in 1846. They had a 
daughter, Brigid Sarah Nolan, who was born November 12, 1848. Due to complications of 
childbirth, Brigid O’Gorman Nolan died November 13, 1848. The baby was raised by the baby’s 
grandmother, Sarah O’Gorman, until she was twelve years old. In the spring of 1861, Brigid 
Sarah Nolan took a sailing vessel to New York City alone, where she met her father, Timothy 
Nolan, who had immigrated to Piqua, Ohio about 1856. Brigid Sarah said it took nearly three 
months to cross the Atlantic and she was sea sick most of the time. 

Research of Irish records found Timothy Nolan residing in Clohanemore West in 1855. 
It is thought that he was the father of Brigid Sarah Nolan. Research show the names O’ Gorman 
and Nolan to be concentrated in the Kilrush, County Clare, Ireland area.

Christened Helen Brigid Bailey, the first born child of John S. and Brigid Nolan 
Bailey was known to all the family as Aunt Ell. She attended St. Raphael’s grade and 
high school from 1879 to 1891. She then spent a year at Springfield Seminary and 
Secretarial School. She acquired the skill of a Spencerian penman, and later in life was 
well known for this skill. She was employed for many years as a private secretary to the 
President of Thomas Manufacturing Co., in Springfield. 

Ellen Bailey is first listed in the Springfield City Directory of 1893 as a 
stenographer working at M. A. Ihrig & Co., and residing at 38 Bolar Street, the home of 
her parents. She was 20 years old when the tragic murder of her father occurred. She 
helped take charge of the family and was the main financial support for many years. Her 
influence on the younger brothers and sister was very beneficial and they all loved her for 
her efforts. 

By 1896, Ellen had taken a stenographer position with Thomas Mfg. Co. in 
Springfield. She was well liked by her co-workers and by 1898 had been promoted to 
private secretary to Wallace S. Thomas, President of Thomas Manufacturing Co. They 
made farm machinery and lawn mowers. Ellen remained at Thomas until they closed in 
1934 and lived at home with her mother, Brigid and brother James. From 1934 to her 
retirement in 1938, she worked at Home Owners Loan Corp. It was a federal agency 
operating from the Post Office Building in Springfield. Her supervisor was Wallace 
Thomas, Jr., son of her former boss. 

Ellen was active in St. Joseph’s rosary and alter society, Daughters of Isobella and 
the Catholic Ladies of Columbia. She served as a state officer in both organizations. She 
attended many state and national conventions of these organizations. She was also active 
in the Clark County Democratic Party and was an election official many times. Her 
special writing skill was often called upon for name cards at conventions and political 
meetings. She wrote and exchanged weekly letters to her sister Sarah from 1920 to 1966. 
They were very newsy and always pleasant to read. 

For her nieces and nephews, she was a very special friend. She was about 5 foot 
6 inches tall, weighing approximately 155 pounds, had snow white hair and a very 
pleasant smile. She died January 11, 1966 after a short illness of coronary trouble at the 
age of 92. She left an estate of $32,000.00. She is buried in the Bailey family plot in 
Calvary cemetery in Springfield.

Steve attended St. Raphael’s and St. Joseph’s schools from 1882 to 1892. The 
Springfield- Williams directory first listed Steve in 1893 as a laborer, residing at 38 Bolar Street, 
the home of his parents. Steve was eighteen and working when his father was murdered. He is 
listed in 1896 as a laborer and in 1898, obtained a job on the Ohio State Railroad as a caller. By 
1900, he had advanced to a machinist job. He stayed as a machinist until 1903, when he left 
Springfield for other railroad jobs. From 1903 to 1916, he worked for various railroads in 
thirteen different states, plus two provinces in Canada. He had many stories to tell of the 
interesting people he met and of the thirty-three different jobs he held during this period. 

In 1909, he met and fell in love with Mary Celicia (Mamie) Burns. They were married 
on January 19, 1910 in Las Vegas, Nevada. Their first child, John Joseph (Jack), was born on 
October 11, 1911 in Las Vegas, Nevada. By 1914, they had moved to Tacoma, Washington, 
where their first daughter, Madelon Mary, was born on January 7, 1914. During their stay in 
Washington, Steve told of meeting author Jack London in a Seattle Railroad rooming house. 

By March 1914, a job in the railroad roundhouse in Mobridge, South Dakota, opened up 
and Steve, Mamie and the two children moved to Mobridge. Son, James Stephen, was born on 
May 3, 1917 in Mobridge; Timothy Clement on February 17, 1924; Dean Raymond on August 
19, 1926; Stephen Joseph on January 6, 1929; Patrick on February 7, 1931 and second daughter, 
Mary Ellen on August 16, 1933. The family remained in Mobridge as the children grew up. 

In 1920, he, Mamie and family homesteaded on one section (640 acres) of land near 
Dupree, South Dakota. It bordered on the Cheyenne Indian Reservation. The family leased the 
land for several years after Steve died, and finally sold it. Mamie, Jack, Madelon and Jim spent 
summer months for several years living on the homestead. Mamie reported she and the kids 
were bothered by the drunken Indians from the reservation. 

In 1939, Mary Cecilia (Mamie) became ill and required medical care. She died on May 
2, 1940, of colon cancer. Steve retired in 1938 as Mobridge roundhouse foreman for the 
Milwaukee railroad. He remained in Mobridge until daughter Mary Ellen graduated from high 
school in 1951. 

After the last of the children left Mobridge, Steve again became a wandering man. He 
had passes on the railroad and could travel cheaply. He finally settled in San Francisco, where 
he died on January 6, 1967 at the age of 91. The cause was a bleeding ulcer.

Tim was the third child of John S. Bailey and Brigid S. Nolan Bailey. He attended St. 
Joseph’s grade school in Springfield, Ohio. In 1896, he attended Mount St. Mary’s minor 
seminary in Cincinnati, Ohio. He then entered St. Gregory’s major seminary in 1900 and was 
ordained a Catholic priest on June 15, 1904 by Archbishop John T. McNicholas at St. Peter in 
Chains Cathedral in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Father Tim was the pride of this Irish Bailey family. It was their religious belief that a 
priest in the family helped all the family on the way to salvation. Father Tim was first assigned 
to the Cathedral as assistant pastor from 1904 to 1906. From 1906 to 1913, he served as pastor 
at St. Columbian Church in Loveland, Ohio. He helped start the church in Loveland. His next 
parish was St. Mary’s Church in Oxford, Ohio, where he stayed from 1913 to 1919. St. Mary’s 
Church was destroyed by fire in 1917 and Father Tim took charge of the rebuilding program. He 
was transferred to St. Edward’s Church in Cincinnati before the rebuilding of St. Mary’s Church 
was completed. He completely remodeled and renovated St. Edward’s Church by 1922 at a cost 
of $22,000.00. By 1925, he had supervised the building of a new rectory at a cost of $26,000.00. 
In 1929, he celebrated his silver jubilee as a priest and the members of St. Edward’s Church gave 
him a gift of $2,500.00 and a Hupmobile automobile. He was pastor of St. Edward’s from 1919 
to 1933. He was then assigned to St. James Parish in Dayton. He served there until his death in 
1936. Several news reports praise him for his wise counseling and compassion for his fellow 
man. His famous sermon on Mother’s Day is on the following page. 

Father Tim was making a sick call on a parishioner who was dying of tuberculosis. 
Somehow, he contracted the disease and two years later, died of it. He is buried in Calvary 
Cemetery in Springfield, Ohio. Tributes to him were written in several newspapers where he had 
served. Father Tim was a large man who loved life. He was approximately six feet tall and 
weighed about 230 pounds. He had a great personality and all of us who knew him were his 
friends. To the public, he was Father Bailey but to his family, he was Tim and to his nieces and 
nephews, he was Uncle Tim. Most of us only saw him at holiday times and he was always fun to 
be with.

Army nurses worked near the front lines under fire in the European and Mediterranean 
theaters. Their courage under the most adverse conditions at Anzio, uncomplaining resilience in 
the Balkans, and calm professionalism in Germany demonstrated that they should be considered 
essential elements of the U.S. Army in any theater of operations. Nevertheless, Pacific theater 
commanders limited the Army nurses’ combat support role to rear areas because they did not feel 
comfortable assigning American women to uncivilized jungle areas where they would be 
vulnerable to Japanese guerrilla attacks. The decision, unpopular from beginning to end, 
understandably resulted in morale problems for both nurses and soldiers. 

Army nurses served throughout the Pacific in increasing numbers between December 7, 
1941 and the end of the war. Nurses usually found themselves assigned to hospitals far from 
combat areas where they cared for soldiers who had been evacuated from the front lines. Due to 
the island-hopping nature of the Pacific campaign, Army nurses were stationed in the Hawaiian 
Islands, Australia, New Zealand, the Fiji Islands, New Caledonia, and the New Hebrides in 1942 
but did not arrive in combat areas until after the fighting ceased. They followed one step behind 
the U.S. troops, arriving on an island only after it had fallen under Allied control. Nurses were 
stationed in areas that were outside a direct Japanese ground threat, yet near enough to the front 
lines to receive air evacuees. 

New Caledonia became home to seven station and two general hospitals because the 
climate was mild and the island was malaria free. More nurses served on New Caledonia and 
remained there longer than on any other Pacific island except for Australia and Hawaii. The first 
nurses to see the island were those of the 9" and 109" Station Hospitals and the 52d Evacuation 
Hospital, who arrived in New Caledonia in March 1942. Both the hospitals and the nurses’ 
quarters were prefabricated buildings with electricity and running water. Some nurses 
complained about the six-inch-deep mud and torrential downpours, but many eventually became 
bored with their relatively placid assignment and longed to serve closer to the troops where there 
was more excitement. 

The hospitals on New Caledonia received malaria cases from Guadalcanal, the Solomon 
Islands, and the New Hebrides. More than 50 percent of admissions for disease between 1942 
and 1944 were malaria patients. Battle casualties arriving from New Guinea, New Britain, 
Guadalcanal, and Saipan were predominantly abdominal cases, but chest wounds were also 
common. 

Like the nurses working on New Caledonia, those stationed on New Zealand, the Fiji 
Islands, and the New Hebrides between 1942 and 1944 also received casualties evacuated from 
the front lines via plane and hospital ship. Malaria was endemic to the New Hebrides, and both 
nurses and patients were susceptible to this debilitating disease. The hospitals in New Zealand, 
Fiji, and the New Hebrides closed down in 1944, and the nurses moved on to the Solomon 
Islands, the Marshall Islands, and the Marianas, arriving only after Allied forces has gained 
control. Once again, they cared for soldiers who had been air evacuated from frontline areas. 

Medical corpsmen who had served in place of nurses in combat zones sometimes 
resented the nurses’ arrival. “Once the nurses arrive, the morale of the corpsmen plummets,” 
said one observer. The nurses took over skilled direct-care tasks and relegated the corpsmen to 
lesser duties and scrub work. Nurses commanded corpsmen in the chain of command because 
the nurses were trained professionals while corpsmen usually had only minimal training. 
Friction between nurses and corpsmen had been absent in the North African and European 
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theaters, where nurses followed combat troops much more closely. In the Pacific, however, 
commanders appeared more concerned with sheltering the nurses from the vicissitudes of war 
and proved unwilling to take responsibility for placing them anywhere near the combat zone. 

Nurses stationed on the secured islands of Guadalcanal, New Guinea, Saipan, Guam, and 
Tinian found their quarters fenced in and guarded by armed guards twenty-four hours a day. 
They were escorted to and from the hospital and could not leave their quarters during their free 
time unless they were part of a supervised group activity. The island commands enforced 
evening curfews and required nurses to have an armed escort after 1800 (6:00 p.m.) Two armed 
guards accompanied any nurse who traveled off post. 

Women’s Army Corps (WAC) members stationed on these islands received the same 
treatment. American women represented a tiny minority of the personnel in these areas, and 
General MacArthur wanted to protect the women for whom he had responsibility. The official 
policy was that the women were guarded because isolated Japanese guerrilla patrols still roamed 
the islands. In reality, however, Army leadership hoped to discourage incidents of sexual 
harassment and fraternization. 

The first nurses to arrive on New Guinea were those of the 153d Station Hospital, who 
reached Port Moresby in October 1942. The 10" Evacuation Hospital and the 171‘ Station 
Hospital reached the island in December. These hospitals cared for casualties from the Buna- 
Gona campaign from November 1942 through January 1943. 

Nurses of the 20" Station Hospital arrived on Guadalcanal in June 1944. Male medical 
personnel of the unit had been on the island since January 1943. The nurses of the 20" were 
soon followed by those of the 48" Station Hospital, the 9" Station Hospital, and the 137" Station 
Hospital. 

Both Guadalcanal and New Guinea were hot, humid, rainy, and extremely ~ 
uncomfortable. The tropical climate encouraged malaria, scrub typhus, dengue fever, and 
tropical dysentery, which together caused four times as many casualties as did battle wounds. 
The nurses also encountered yaws, leprosy, bubonic plague, and cutaneous diphtheria, diseases 
with which they had little if any experience. 

By January 1943, there were 14,646 American troops on New Guinea, 8,659 of whom 
had contracted some form of disease, with malaria being the most common. Army leaders 
instituted strict malarial control methods on New Guinea, Guadacanal, and the New Herbrides. 
Personnel were required to wear protective clothing after sundown. Buildings were screened, 
and medical malarial control units sprayed DDT across the islands. By 1945 the theater-wide 
malarial rate was lowered from 172 per thousand to 5 per thousand. 

Air raid alerts were commonplace on New Guinea but actual bombings rare. On 
November 24, 1943 a Japanese plane dropped four incendiary and four high-explosive bombs on 
the 153d Station Hospital area. Two hospital tents were damaged and two were knocked down, 
but only three minor casualties resulted among personnel. On December 8, the 153d was again 
strafed and bombed by twenty Japanese planes supposedly celebrating the anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor. Once more there were only a few minor injuries and no casualties. 

Nurses arrived on Saipan, an island in the Marianas chain, in July 1944, only one month 
after the Americans invaded the island. The first nurses on Saipan were attached to the 369" 
Station Hospital. Nurses of the 148" General Hospital and the 176" Station Hospital joined 
them in August. Throughout 1944 the nurses saw a pattern similar to that experienced by nurses 
on New Guinea and Guadalcanal, with five admissions for disease to every battle casualty. An 
epidemic of dengue fever hit the medical installations in Saipan during the late summer of 1944, 
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and half the nurses on the island suffered from the disease. The epidemic was controlled only 
after the Army sprayed DDT across the entire island in September. Although Japanese planes 
bombed and strafed the island of Saipan in late 1944, there were no American casualties. In 
early 1945 and throughout the fighting on Iwo Jima and Okinawa, the hospitals on Saipan 
suffered from a severe water shortage. Water had to be rationed and hand carried to wards from 
outside drums. 

On December 4, 1944, nurses of the 289" Station Hospital disembarked on the island of 
Guam in the Marianas. Three days later they were followed by sixty-three nurses of the 373d 
Station Hospital. Finally on December 28 the personnel of the 204 General Hospital arrived on 
the island. 

The 374" Station Hospital was established on the island of Tinian in the Marianas in late 
January 1945. One month after the arrival of the 374", the hospitals on Saipan, Guam, and 
Tinian began receiving battle casualties from Iwo Jima. Over 18,000 casualties arrived within a 
single month. After Iwo Jima was secured in late March, the Okinawa campaign began almost 
immediately. For the Allies, the island of Okinawa was the last step toward the main islands of 
Japan. But Okinawa was fiercely defended. Within three months, from April to June 1945, 
more than 50,000 U.S. soldiers, sailors, and marines were wounded and 15,000 killed. 
Casualities sustained during the Okinawa campaign were evacuated to Guam, Saipan, and Tinian 
via plane and hospital ship. Although the twenty-four flight nurses stationed at Guam went on 
273 missions during which they cared for 5,529 sick and wounded patients from the front lines to 
Guam, Saipan, or Tinian, the vast majority of Okinawa casualities arrived at the station and 
general hospitals of the Mariana Islands by hospital ship. 

Nurses stationed on the Marianas worked twelve-hour days, seven days a week. Many 
patients arrived in severe shock, others in hemorrhage. Some had sustained multiple wounds, 
and many required traumatic amputations. Nurses assumed responsibilities handled by doctors 
in the United States. They gave transfusions, debrided and dressed wounds, and removed sutures. 
Nurses trained wardmen to give infusions and change dressings, duties traditionally reserved for 
nursing personnel. 

Medical personnel set up special wards for the many severely burned patients who had 
been on oil tankers attacked by Japanese suicide planes. Nurses stabilized burn patients with 
plasma, blood, and morphine in the shock ward before taking them into surgery for debridement 
and Vaseline pressure dressings. 

As the Okinawa campaign drew to a close, the 232d General Hospital, including eighty- 
one nurses, was established on the island of Iwo Jima. The Japanese bombed and strafed the 
hospital periodically. Nurses who were off duty took refuge in two air raid shelters located in 
back of the nurses’ quarters. Those who were on duty stayed with the patients and settled them 
in a cave located behind the hospital. 

The invasion of the Philippines was the first opportunity for Army nurses in the Pacific 
theater to care for battle casualties in the field rather than patients evacuated from the front lines. 
With this change of policy, morale among the nurses improved substantially, and many nurses 
refused offers of rotation back to the United States. Army nurses arrived on Leyte Island with 
the 1 and 2d Field Hospitals nine days after the initial invasion on October 20, 1944. Within 
three hours after landing, they were administering medical care to the wounded casualties in the 
war, a tragic 1:3. Between January and February 1945, 19,257 patients were admitted to the 
hospitals on Leyte. Nurses treated many casualties from the kamikaze attacks on Liberty ships 
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attempting to enter the harbor at Leyte. Between October and December 1944, almost 3,000 
such casualties were evacuated from Leyte to New Guinea. 

On April 28, 1945, a Japanese suicide plane bombed the hospital ship USS ‘Comfort off 
Leyte Island. In the attack 6 nurses, 5 medical officers, 8 enlisted men, and 7 patients were 
killed, and 4 nurses were wounded. The ship was severely damaged but managed to enter the 
harbor at Guam under destroyer escort. 

The Army nurse in the Pacific theater performed her tasks efficiently, compassionately, 
and courageously whether she was caring for casualties in the field for patients evacuated from 
the front lines. These nurses prevailed over dangers and difficulties not experienced by nurses in 
other theaters. The became ill with malaria and dengue fever; experienced the rigors of a 
tropical climate; tolerated water shortages; risked kamikaze attacks; adapted to curfews, fenced 
compounds, and armed escorts; and dealt with medical corpsmen’s hostility. Nurses in the 
Pacific demonstrated their ability to overcome adversity and reached the front lines of a uniquely 
dangerous theater before the end of the war.

Jimmie took a job as a machine hand in 1901. From 1902 to 1904, he worked as a riveter 
in the Leffel boiler shop. He became a boiler maker and worked at Leffels from 1905 to 1909. 
In 1910, he became machinist at Robbins and Myers Co. They made fans, hoists and pumps. In 
1919, he became an inspector at R & M until 1945 when he became Chief Inspector. He retired 
at age 66 in 1949. He remained as an advisor with R & M until 1956 at age 73. 

Uncle Jimmie was about 5 foot 6 inches and weighed about 165 pounds. He had the 
ability to make everyone laugh at the stories he could tell and was well liked by all who knew 
him. He felt a strong loyalty to his widowed mother and took care of her for 52 years after his 
father was murdered in 1894. Jimmie was 10 years old when the tragedy of his father being 
murdered occurred. 

Jimmie loved boxing and the Cincinnati Reds baseball team. He never missed opening 
day game for the Reds for nearly 50 years. He also attended the heavy weight boxing 
championship bouts for 50 years. He told of the time he and a group from Robbins & Myers Co. 
went to New York City to see the heavy weight fight between Joe Lewis and Billy Conn. The 
fight was held in Yankee Stadium in the fall of 1952. Jimmie said as the program started and the 
bell rang to start the first round, he stood up to take off his over coat, turned around to fold the 
coat and set it on his seat. He then turned back around and the fight was over. Louis “K O” 
Conn with his first punch and Jimmie missed it. It cost him $500 to go from Springfield, the 
hotel, meals and tickets for the fight he missed. . 

His skills as a card and domino player at the No. 3 Fire Engine Station at the corner of 
Homeview Ave. and Selma Road are legends. Since the fire engine station was two blocks from 
his home, Jimmie spent many evenings there playing cards and dominoes and telling lies. His 
stories about the firemen and their activities were famous. He told of the time during a summer 
rain storm when a bolt of lightning hit a pole in front of the fire station. As the front doors were 
open, he related seeing a ball of fire, about the size of a basketball, rolling along the ground, into 
the fire station, around the fire truck, and back out the front door. It frightened the whole group 
watching it, and as he reported, they all went to the rest room for relief. He had a saleman’s 
personality and was well like by both sexes. Jimmy was engaged to long time girlfriend, 
Elizabeth Mackey for over 40 years. They planned to be married three times. Fate intervened in 
1918 when he was called for the World War I draft. A date was set in 1922 for their wedding, 
but he broke his leg and it was postponed. They tried in 1925, but Jimmie developed an 
appendicitis attack and was operated on. The Bailey family never could understand the patience 
of Liz for Jimmie, but she continued to date him until he died. He left her $500.00 in his will. 
She died two years after him. 

Jimmie was active in the R & M foremen’s club and served as President several times. 
He also belonged to several Irish clubs, the Knights of Columbus, and the St. Joseph’s Holy 
Name Society.

He lived all his life with his mother and sister Ell at 602 Homeview Avenue in 
Springfield. He was a heavy cigarette smoker and in later life developed emphysema. His 
morning coughing and “Bailey Brown” toast are strong memories to all who knew,him. He died 
July 8, 1957 from a combination of emphysema, heart and ulcer problems. He left an estate of 
$23,000.00 to his sister, Ell. He is buried in the Bailey plot in Calvary Cemetery in Springfield.

By 1907-1908 he has advanced to 
Machine and Lathe hand. He is listed as living at 602 Bolar Street, and working at Robbins- 
Myers Corp. From 1908-1917 he is listed as a Machinist at R. & M. 

Around 1913 he became acquainted with a beautiful red-headed lady by the name of 
Mary Ann (Mamie) Swanton and they were married on June 12, 1917 at St. Raphael’s church by 
his Brother, Rev. Timothy C. Bailey. The Directory listed them as living at 718 Elm Street and 
John P. as a machinist at R. & M. In 1918, their first child, Eugene Francis was born. In 1919, a 
daughter, Mary Louise, joined the family. John is listed as a Machinist until 1924 when he is 
promoted to Assistant Foreman of the R. & M. Machine Shop. In 1927 the family moved into 
the home of Mamie’s parents at 558 Sherman Avenue. They shared the home with Mamie’s 
mother, Ellen, and her brother William P. 

In 1929, a second daughter, Sarah, was born. By 1931, John P. is promoted to Foreman. 
A second son, John William, was born in 1933. With his family growing, a need for a larger 
home became necessary. In 1937, the family moved to a larger home at 600 East Northern Ave. 
John P. and Mamie lived here the balance of their lives. They were both active in St. Raphael’s 
Church activities and John P. was an active member of the Knights of Columbus Council 642. 
He retired from R. & M. as Machine Shop Foreman in 1959. The couple celebrated their 50" 
Wedding Anniversary in 1967. 

By 1972, Mamie’s health worsened and daughter Mary Louise returned home to help 
care for her. She died in 1974 at age 81. Mary Louise continued to care for John P. until his 
death in 1976 at age of 90. Both John P. and Mary Ann (Mamie) are buried in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

John P. is remembered as a very pleasant man about 6 feet tall and weighing about 165 
pounds. He was very aware of proper attire and always looked his best at any occasion. He kept 
his home and yard always looking well groomed. He was honored by his fellow workers who 
valued his expertise and leadership in the Machine Shop. He followed the teachings of the 
Catholic Church and raised his family accordingly.. John P. and Mary Ann raised a fine family 
of two boys and two girls. They had ten grandchildren.

Sarah, known to her family as Sadie, was the youngest child of John and Brigid Bailey. 
She was only six years old when her father died and was raised by her mother and sister, Ell. 
Records show that she did well in St. Joseph’s School and graduated high school in the Class of 
1906. She reported she had a large group of friends that went to parties, picnics and on trips 
together, as was the custom of her time period. She worked as a bookkeeper at several factories 
around Springfield and about 1912, became office clerk and bookkeeper for People’s Outfitting 
Company of Springfield, Ohio. It was a large furniture store. Her closest girlfriends were 
Cecilia Tarpey, Julia Toomey and Anne Hennessy, all girlhood neighbors. She spent her many 
summer vacations at the various parishes where her brother, Rev. Tim Bailey, was stationed. As 
Tim was a good tennis player, he taught Sadie the game. She said she enjoyed it as well. 

About 1915, she met G. Leo Foley at several of the dances and parties put on by the 
Catholic young Irish groups in Springfield. They were both members of those groups and G. 
Leo was the leader of one of the groups that sponsored dances and picnics. They became 
engaged in 1917, and due to the start of World War I, held off being married until 1920. G. Leo 
worked in Toledo, Ohio by 1916, so the romance was slowed somewhat and he was subject to 
the Army draft. They were finally married on June 6, 1920 at St. Joseph’s Church by her 
brother, Rev. Tim C. Bailey. The attendants were Ann Hennessy and Jake Goebel. They took a 
wedding trip to Niagara Falls and to New York City. 

Their first home was in Toledo, Ohio where G. Leo worked, and they lived with his 
mother, Catherine Foley. Sadie soon made friends in the Toledo area with several former 
Springfielders. She said they had a great social life in Toledo. In 1922, G. Leo and a co-worker, 
Russ Cabel, started their own pattern shop. In the winter of 1923, the shop caught fire and they 
lost it all. G. Leo then found a job managing the larger pattern shop of the Aero Equipment 
Company of Bryan, Ohio. They moved to Bryan in 1924. 

In 1925, Sadie and Leo, at the age of 37, became parents for the first time. A son, John 
Leo Foley, was born on November 22, 1925. Her sister, Ell, came up from Springfield to assist 
with the baby. Sadie also had Della Kobie and her mother, Margarita, who lived next door to 
assist her with the new job as mother. 

In 1926, G. Leo again changed jobs and began work as pattern shop manager for Auburn 
Foundry, Inc. in Auburn Indiana. He drove the 35 miles to work each day until they moved to 
Auburn in May of 1930. During this time, Sadie had John Leo on his feet and she wanted to go 
to work. She had inquired about a job at a Bryan bank, but George Leo refused to allow her to 
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work. She was frustrated about that for a long time. After their move to Auburn, she became 
involved with church socialization and developed a group of friends for social activities there. 

In 1928, G. Leo had started his own pattern shop under the name of “G. L. Foley Pattern 
Company.” Sadie was the bookkeeper and helped with the office work. In 1935, Sadie and G. 
Leo bought a factory building in which they moved their small pattern shop business. The 
business prospered and Sadie and G. Leo enjoyed life. During the World War II Era, the pattern 
shop was very busy. Their son, John Leo, graduated from Auburn High School in 1943 and was 
sent to St. Joseph’s College in Rensselear, Indiana for college training. He enlisted in the Army 
Air Cop. in the Fall of 1943 and was called into service in January of 1944. Sadie and Leo were 
proud of him, but, like all parents, worried about his safety. 

Sadie and Leo celebrated their 25" wedding anniversary in 1945. In 1946, they built a 
new home at 621 East Seventh Street in Auburn. In 1948, their son, John, married Jane C. 
Schooley in Auburn. In 1950, G. Leo suffered a mild stroke and John took charge of the Pattern 
Shop. Sarah and G. L., as he was called by this time, went to Colorado Springs, Colorado, for 
medical treatment for asthma which G. L. had developed. The doctors were able to help G. L. 
control the asthma with medication, and Sadie and G. L. returned to Auburn in 1951. Their first 
granddaughter, Kathleen Jane, was born in 1950. In 1951, granddaughter, Mary arrived, 
followed by Ellen in 1953, Stephen in 1955, Sheila in 1957, Sarah in 1959, Patricia in 1962, and 
Carolyn in 1967. With eight grandchildren, a son married to Jane and the Pattern Shop in good 
condition, life for Sadie and G. L. was good. 

In 1940, G. L. was appointed a trustee to Immaculate Conception Catholic parish. By 
1955, plans to build a new church were proposed. G. L. was very involved with these plans and 
the church and school were completed in 1960. The Foley grandchildren attended the Catholic 
grade school, which was across the street from the home of Sadie and G. L. This allowed Sadie 
to invite the grandchildren to lunch on Thursdays, similar to what her mother and sister, Ell, did 
for the Bailey grandchildren in Springfield. 

With the death of Sadie’s beloved sister, Ell, in 1966, and the selling of the Bailey home 
the next year, home ties to Springfield were lost. Sadie had dreamed of retiring to Springfield, 
but with the deaths of her many friends and family, this dream was lost. 

In 1968, John Leo was elected to the Auburn City Council. G. L. was, by this time, semi- 
retired and worked half days at the Shop. This allowed them to live a slower paced life. John, 
involved in city activities, kept G. L. busy making patterns for city signs and projects. John was 
elected Mayor of Auburn in 1972. This was a busy time for all the Foleys. 

In 1970, Sadie and G. L. celebrated their 50" wedding anniversary with a big party 
hosted by Jane and John. Many Bailey and Foley relatives came to the party. Life for them 
revolved around family, grandchildren, church and social activities. In 1975, G. L. suffered 
another series of small strokes that resulted in hospitalization. He got better and celebrated his 
90" birthday in June 1978. He died on July 30, 1978 at the age of 91. Sadie mourned the loss of 
G. L. but was able to live by herself for another twelve years. She celebrated her 100" birthday 
with a large family party at 1988, again hosted by Jane, John and family. Many relatives were 
present to wish her well. She broker her ankle and leg in 1986 in a fall at her home for which 
she required nursing care, which was supplied, in large part, by her granddaughters. In 1990, she 
again fell and required full nursing home care. She lived at Sacred Heart Home in Avilla Indiana 
until she died on December 6, 1996, nearly 108 years old. She was the last of the John S. Bailey 
family and lived the longest of all.

George Leo was the third son of George and Catherine “Kate” Fealy Foley. He showed 
mechanical talent at an early age. He was 12 when his father died and as soon as he reached the 
age of 16, he left school to start working. He and a boyhood pal, Jim Sweeney, started work at 
Jimmy Hines’ Pattern Shop at seven cents per hour in 1905. Both became journeymen pattern 
makers. Leo, as he was called, left Springfield in 1915 and went to Toledo to work. His mother, 
Catherine, sold her Springfield home in 1916 and moved to Toledo with Leo. They bought a 
small home on Madelan Street in East Toledo. Leo worked at U. S. Malleable Foundry 
Company and Willy’s Overland Motor Company from 1915-1919. He and a co-worker stated 
their own pattern shop in 1919 and called it National Pattern Company. Leo, who had been 
courting Sarah Bailey since 1914, had saved enough to allow them to be married. The Rev. Tim 
C. Bailey, brother of the bride, married them at St. Joseph’s Catholic Church in Springfield on 
June 8, 1920. The couple lived with Leo’s mother from 1920-1924. In 1921 a disastrous fire 
ended the National Pattern Company. Leo found employment at Aro Corporation in Bryan, 
Ohio. He and Sarah moved to Bryan in 1924. In the fall of 1925, their son John Leo was born. 
In 1927, G. Leo started his own pattern shop under the name of G. L. Foley Pattern Company. In 
1935 he bought a building where the present Foley Pattern Company, Inc. is located. His son 
John joined the business in 1946. George or G. L., as he was now known, developed a severe 
asthma condition and suffered a light stroke in 1950. John took over the business, and in 1951 
the partnership was incorporated. G. L. was Chairman and John was President. As the business 
grew, G. L. spent his time making small patterns and plaques at the shop. He continued this 
work as a hobby three to four hours a day, until a second series of strokes handicapped him at the 
age of 88. He died a month after his 90 birthday on July 30, 1978. He is buried in the Catholic 
Cemetery in Auburn, Indiana.

John Leo was the only son of George L. and Sarah C. Bailey Foley. He was four years 
old when the family moved from Bryan, Ohio to Auburn, Indiana. He attended grade school and 
high school in Auburn. During his high school years he worked at his father’s pattern shop 
doing apprentice type work. When the United States became involved in World War II, all 
males were subject to the draft at age 18. After high school graduation he went to St. Joseph’s 
College for two semesters before being called into the service. He was sent to the Air Force 
basic training facility at Miami Beach, Florida. From there, he was sent to Texas A & M College 
for further training. The next base was Brooks Field, Texas, near San Antonio where he 
remained for a year. He was then sent to Victoria Air Force Base for special training and then 
back to Brooks Field. After the atomic bombs were dropped over Japan in August of 1945 and 
the war was soon over. After the war was over, the Air Force training program was stopped. 
John remained at Brooks Field until November when he and his training group were sent to 
Randolph Field Texas and given honorary discharge. After a trip to Mexico, he returned to 
Auburn and went back to St. Joseph’s College for the spring semester. Returning to Auburn for 
the summer, he again worked at his father’s pattern shop. He returned to the fall of St. Joseph’s 
College where he continued his education for another year. During the summer of 1946 he had 
met a vivacious red-haired lady named Jane C. Schooley. She was attending Purdue University 
at Lafayette, Indiana which was only 50 miles from St. Joseph’s College. John returned to 
Auburn after completing the spring semester in 1947 and went to work at the pattern shop full 
time. 

John and Jane were married November 27, 1948 in Auburn. They built a new home in 
Auburn and lived there five years. John’s father, George, became ill in 1950 and John took 
charge as general manager of G. L. Foley Pattern Company. That same year John and Jane 
welcomed their first child, Kathleen Jane who was born February 4, 1950. About this time, John 
became a member of the Auburn Junior Chamber of Commerce. In 1951, John became a partner 
with George at the pattern shop. On December 21, 1951 John and Jane welcomed their second 
daughter, Mary Margaret. In 1952, a new office was built on for Foley Pattern Company and the 
aluminum foundry division was added in 1953. A third daughter, Ellen Elizabeth joined the 
family on November 15, 1953. John was elected President of the Auburn Jaycees in 1953. They 
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were busy years for the growing Foley family. The family also bought two old cottages at 
Adams Lake near LaGrange, Indiana for summer vacations. In the spring of 1954, they bought 
an old historic home in downtown Auburn and sold the small house on the south side of town. In 
1955, their son, Stephen George was born. The pattern business was good and the factory grew. 
John was President, General Manager and Sales Manager during those growing years. In 1957, 
the family welcomed, daughter, Sheila John on August 9, 1957. Two years later, on May 25, 
1959, daughter Sarah Ann joined the growing family. The pattern shop was incorporated in 

1961 with G. L. as Chairman and John as President. Daughter Patricia Louise arrived on 

' February 5, 1962 and daughter Carolyn Sue arrived on March 21, 1967. 

John and a group of former Jaycees were asked to join a community effort to build a 
community swimming pool in 1964. He was elected Vice President of the Community Pool 
Association and served until 1968. The pool was built with community donations for 
$135,000.00. Due to the political distrust, the City of Auburn would not accept the pool into the 
city park system. In the fall of 1967, John was persuaded to run for City Councilman and was 
elected. As City Councilman, 2" district, he was able to have the pool accepted into the city 
park system. John was also Park Commissioner and in charge of the park and pool facilities. He 
also served as Police and Fire Commissioner and was a member of the Auburn Board of Works. 
It was a very busy time. In 1971, John was elected Mayor of Auburn. He served as Mayor from 
1972-1976. Some important things accomplished during that time included: street repaving, 
electric utility modernization, new water lines, new school sidewalks, the start of the west side 
commercial district, and the purchasing of new police and fire trucks. It was fun and exciting 
time for John. In 1974 the Auburn, Cord, Duesenberg Museum was started and John was on the 
Board of Directors. During this political time, the pattern shop was transferred from a tool shop 
into and aluminum foundry and machine shop. The pattern business had gradually been taken 
over by the aluminum foundry and that trend continues to the present. 

After his service at City Hall, John returned to the pattern shop. He served as Parade 
Chairman of the local DeKalb County Fair Association from 1977-1987. He served on the 
Board of Directors of the local YMCA (1970-1988) and served as President of the YMCA from 
1985-1987. In 1978 he was appointed a DeKalb County Aviation Commissioner. He served as 
Commission Secretary from 1979-2000. In 1977 he joined the Auburn, Cord, Duesenberg 
Festival Committee and served as Traffic Chairman from 1977-1985. In 1977 his son, Stephen 
George, had graduated from Indiana University and joined Foley Pattern Company, Inc. 
Daughter, Ellen joined the team in 1984. Daughter Patricia joined the staff in 1985 and worked 
as Quality Manager until 1993. The new management team brought a new vitality to the 
business and a program of equipment replacement was started. Computers became an integral 
part of the business and the methods used to make the tooling were radically changed. John 
retired as an active manager in 1991. Ellen was named President and Stephen was named Vice 
President of Manufacturing. This team has worked well together. In 1992 Foley Pattern was 
honored by receiving the Half Century Business Award from the State of Indiana, 

In 1988, John and Jane built a new home on a wooded 8 '% tract east of Auburn and 
currently live there. John is semi-retired, works at the factory part time and enjoys country living 
with Jane. He recently retired from the County Aviation Board, but still gets involved in small 
civic projects. He was awarded the Sagamore of the Wabash, one of the highest citizen awards 
given by the Governor in January 2000. All the children of John and Jane Foley have graduated 
from college, married well, and have presented them with fifteen grandchildren. They have been 
very fortunate.

The first step was to determine exactly where Glentane, New Market and Mallow were 
located which would allow access into other records. The standard indexes to place names showed 
they were located in the following areas: 

Glentane: a townland in the civil parish of Ballynoe 
New Market: a town in the civil parish of Clonfert 
Mallow: a town in the civil parish of Mallow 

Clonfert Parish and Mallow Parish are not too far distant from each other in the northern part 
of mid-Cork. Ballynoe Parish on the other hand is more distant, being in the eastern part of eastern 
Cork (Document 5).° At this point, it became important to see if the family information was in error 
or if the family moved frequently. Now that the geography has been identified, this information 
opened up the way for an investigation of Griffith's Primary Valuation to see if Bailey's and Hartnet's 
could be found in the same geographic area. Griffith's was published in 1851-52 so there was actually 
a chance of finding Stephen John Bailey in the records. 

According to a surname index to Griffith's known as the Householder's Index'® both the 
Bailey and Hartnet surname's appeared in the civil parishes of Clonfert and Mallow. Neither appeared 
in Ballynoe. For this reason, the tax records for Clonfert and Mallow were examined. The results

The notation ofa Stephen Bailey (Stephen) and Stephen Bailey (David) shows that there were 


two Stephen Bailey's in the townland of Knockahorrea West and this was the valuator's way of telling 


them apart. The agnomen Stephen and David probably were the father's of these men. To see what 


happened to these men, the post-Griffith's revision books were examined. 


The townland of Knockahorrea West is in the electoral division of Knockatooan. The post- 


Griffith's tax lists are filed by the electoral division. A search of the properties in Knockahorrea West 


for the two Stephen's showed that Stephen Bailey (Stephen) was gone and interestingly enough a 


Daniel Hartnett also appears in the townland. Stephen Bailey (David) remained in the townland 
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through the 1860s (Document 7).’* It wasn't long after Griffith's that many properties in the townland 
were combined into only a few, which may indicate mass eviction by the landlord (Richard Oliver 
Aldworth) or mass immigration. 

The Mallow Heritage Centre in Mallow, County Cork was contacted to have them search 
their indexes of Catholic baptisms and marriages for the Bailey family. Their searches successfully 


located the family in three different parishes as follows: 
Glantane Catholic Parish: 


21 Nov 1832: Jeremiah, son of Stephen Bayly and Ellen Harnett, no residence listed, 
godparents were Cornelius Connor and Honora Harnett. 


New Market Catholic Parish: 


12 Feb 1835: James, son of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnet, no residence listed, 
godparents were Richard Curtin and Catherine Linahan. 


23 Jan 1837: Patrick, son of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnet, no residence listed, 
godparents were John Baily and Catherine Baily. 


09 Dec 1838: John, son of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnett, no residence listed, 
godparents were David Baily and Ellen Baily. 


25 Mar 1841: Timothy, son of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnett, no residence listed, 
godparents were John Baily and Margaret Baily. 


Mallow Catholic Parish: 


08 Apr 1844: Johana, daughter of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnett, family resided 
in the townland of Gurtnagrague, godparents were David Connors and Cath. Riordan. 


24 Jan 1847: Margaret, daughter of Stephen Baily and Ellen Hartnett, family resided 

in the townland of Gurtnagragee, godparents were Martin Lynch and Norry Hartnett. 

This was the same information furnished through family research, so this means that Glentane, 
New Market and Mallow were actually the names of Catholic parishes rather than the exact places 
of residence (townlands) of the Bailey family. This is probably where the original family information 


came from. The search of the Catholic parish indexes revealed more about the family's residence when

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the names of the godparents were found in Griffith's Primary Valuation. In New Market Catholic 
Parish, which is the civil parish of Clonfert, the names of Curtin, Linahan, Bailey and Hartnett all 
appear in the townland of Knockahorrea West as already reported on (see Document 6). This helps 
to add further evidence that the Stephen Bailey (probable son of Stephen) in that townland was 
indeed the correct individual. This places the family's residence there from at least 1835-1841 and 
then again in 1852 when the tax was taken. 

The townlands of Gurtnagrague and Gurtnagragee as listed as the family residence in Mallow 
Catholic Parish in 1844 and 1847 are different spellings for the same location. Neither spelling 
appears as a standardized place name in the Mallow area. There is a Gortnagross in the civil parish 
of Mallow, but the names of Connors, Riordan, Lynch or Hartnett (the godparents names) do not 
appear. Griffith's Primary Valuation for the entire parish was examined for the godparents names and 
they were not found. 

It is assumed that the place names of Gurtnagrague or Gurtnagragee were "sub-denomination" 
names. This means that they were localized place names within a townland. These sub-denomination 
names often appear in the records. It was not until the 1830s that the Ordnance Survey teams went 
throughout Ireland and set the townland boundaries and standardized the townland names. At that 
time, many localized names were discontinued on the official government records, yet remained in 
use in the local records such as church registers. 

An index to all the place names on the original Ordnance Survey Maps of the 1830s and 1840s 
includes the sub-denomination names within the townlands which were published. A copy of this 
index is at the Irish Cultural Center of Wisconsin in Milwaukee.'* They were contacted and asked if 
they would search the book for County Cork. The closest entries to these place names were as 


follows (Document 6):'°

It is suspected that the Gortnagraiga in Mourne Abbey Parish is the one where the family was 
living because this parish borders the civil parish of Mallow. It was known that the place name in 
question was in the Catholic parish of Mallow. 

At a future time the old Ordnance Survey Maps will need to be studied for Mourne Abbey 
Parish to see in which townland Gortnagraiga is located. At that point the tax lists can be studied to 
see if the godparents’ names appear in that townland or in neighboring townlands. This would provide 
clues such as the landlord’s name and possibly another ancestral home site. 

There are still many things which can be done to try and trace the Bailey family. Among these 
are the following: 

1. Study the old Ordnance Survey Maps for Mourne Abbey Parish to see in which townland 
Gortnagraiga is located. At that point the tax lists can be studied to see if the godparents’ names 
appear in that townland or in neighboring townlands. This would provide clues such as the landlord’s 
name and another possible home site. This preparation work can be done at the Family History 


Library in Salt Lake City and then some decisions can be made as to whether continued work can be 
done on-site in Ireland. 


2. Go to the National Library of Ireland in Dublin to search for the estate papers of Richard Oliver 
Aldworth. If they exist, they should be examined for Knockahorrea West. 


3. Go the the Valuation Office in Dublin and obtain a copy of the tax map which accompanies 
Griffith's Primary Valuation and plot the exact home site of Stephen Bailey (probable son of Stephen) 
in Knockahorrea West. 


4. Go on site to Knockahorrea West to take pictures of the home site, locate any remaining relatives, 
and visit the cemeteries in the area. 

Prospects for continued research appear very good. Going on site in Ireland will probably be 
the last stage of research on the Bailey family. It will be an important part of reconstructing the family 
history. Two days of research which will include all work in Salt Lake City will be required for this 
effort ($900). |
